— Clinton Sweeps South, 


But Can He Keep Winning? 


“Now I know why they call it 
Super Tuesday,” said happy Arkan- 
sas Governor Bill Clinton, who 


swept the South in the March 10: 


- Democratic primaries.

Clinton won primaries or cau- 
cuses in eight states. (See map.) 
Paul Tsongas won only three: 
Delaware, Rhode Island, and his 
home state of Massachusetts. 
Former California Governor Jerry 
Brown, the third Democrat left in 
the race for the party’s presidential 
nomination, didn’t win any states. 

After Super Tuesday, Clinton 
had about one-third of the 2,145 
delegates needed to win his party’s 
nomination for President. Clinton 
had about 700 delegates; Tsongas, 
about 350; and Brown, about 80. 

Clinton said his big win in the 
South shows that “people are call- 
ing for genuine change ... because 
they are hurting.” 

Polls taken of voters as they left 
voting booths on Super Tuesday 
showed that 40 percent of voters 
weren't satisfied with any of the 
Democratic candidates. 

Recent polls have shown that

many voters would vote for any 
Democrat over President George 
Bush in the fall, but some 
Democrats are worried that they 
may not yet have an electable candi- 
date. But, most experts agreed, 
Clinton could be hard to stop if he 
took the primaries in the large 
industrial states of Michigan and 
Illinois on March 17. (Results were 
unavailable at press time.) 

After his Super Tuesday losses, 
Tsongas took a new tack in his 
campaign, saying that polls show 
that he is the candidate who would 
do best against Bush in the 
November election. Meanwhile, 
Brown campaigned as an “out- 
sider,” urging voters to “take back 
America” by voting for him. 

Early in his campaign, Clinton

in his marriage and his avoiding 
the draft during the Vietnam War. 
After his Super Tuesday victories, 
Clinton said voters are looking 
beyond those issues. 

“People of the South heard the 
worst about me, but they saw the 
best,” Clinton told supporters.

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But Buchanan Won't Quit 


“We are winners tonight,” 
President George Bush declared 
after big Super Tuesday victories. 
But Republican challenger Patrick 
Buchanan continued to take about 
a third of Republican votes away 
from Bush, as he had in earlier pri- 
maries. (See graphs.) 

Vice President Dan Quayle, 
speaking for Bush after Super 
Tuesday, admitted that “there is a 
protest vote.” He added, “We intend 
to get that vote back.” 

Quayle said that the protest vote 
sends the President a message. 
“We’ve gotten the message,” said 
Quayle. “People are fed up with 
Washington, fed up with taxes, fed 
up with a bad economy.” 

_ After Super Tuesday, Bush had 
about half the delegates needed to 
win the nomination. 

“For all practical purposes, 
President Bush has won the nomi- 
nation,” said Press Secretary 
Marlin Fitzwater. 

Most experts agree that Bush will 
have no trouble winning enough del- 
egates to be the Republican candi-

date for President in the November 
election. But Buchanan says that he 
has begun a “middle-American revo- 
lution” of voters who are unhappy 
with Bush because of the sagging 
economy. 

Buchanan says that he, not 
Bush, is “winning the hearts of the 
American people.” 

But many experts say the 
Buchanan “protest” vote is not a 


vote for Buchanan, but a vote 


against Bush. Many of the 
Republicans who voted for 
Buchanan on Super Tuesday said 
they would vote for a Democrat

rather than Bush in November. 

Republicans are worried about 
another disturbing trend; women 
are staying away from the polls in 
the primaries. Most Republican 
voters in the primaries have been 
men. Some experts say that 
Republican women may not be vot- 
ing in the primaries, because they 
are unhappy with the way Bush is 
handling his job. 

But Bush disagrees. He says his 
Super Tuesday wins show that the 
“voters of eight states have declared 
their support for my proposals on 
behalf of jobs, family, and peace.”

Are you looking forward to a summer of fun in the 
sun? You might want to rethink that idea. Instead, 
you might be better off spending this summer, and 
- the next 20 summers or so, playing in the shade. 

Why? Earth’s ozone layer, a protective layer of gas 
high in Earth’s atmosphere, is breaking down. As it 
does, it is allowing more and more of the sun’s invisible, 
harmful rays to reach Earth’s surface. These rays of the 
sun are called ultraviolet, or UV, rays. UV rays are 
known to cause skin cancer and damage to the eyes 
and may cause a breakdown of the body’s immune sys- 
tem and problems for crops and sea life. (See chart.) 


An Alarming Ozone Report 

Scientists have warned about ozone breakdown for 
about two decades. But this year, they say, there is 
greater cause for alarm. In the past, the largest hole in 
Earth’s ozone has opened up each year over Antarctica, 
the tip of South America, and parts of Australia and 
New Zealand. But this year, National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) satellites and aircraft 
radar have detected a huge cloud of ozone-destroying 
gases over northern Europe and Asia. (See radar-image 
photograph.) These gases, scientists expect, could soon 
eat a large hole in the ozone layer. If conditions are 
right, this hole could move westward. By spring or sum- 
- mer, it could be over North America, especially Canada 
and the northern United States. 

Even if this large hole does not open up this year 
over North America, scientists say, danger from UV 
rays will be higher in the United States than ever 
before. Recent radar checks on the ozone layer show

What Causes Ozone Breakdown? 

One reason for increased ozone damage during the 
next few years will be the large amount of ozone- 
destroying volcanic ash blasted into the atmosphere 
by last summer’s eruption of Mount Pinatubo in the 
Philippine Islands. But most scientists agree that the 
greatest damage to the ozone layer has been caused 
by chemicals released into the atmosphere by people. 

These chemicals, which include CFCs and halons, 
are used in refrigerators, air conditioners, and some 
kinds of cleaning fluids. Most of the damage has come 
from factories, which use far higher amounts of ozone- 
destroying chemicals than do homes. The United 
States, the former Soviet Union, and European nations 
are the greatest offenders. (See map on page 8.) 


In 1990, most of these industrial nations agreed to - 


stop using ozone-destroying chemicals by the year 
2000. But following the alarming reports of how fast

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the ozone is breaking down, many nations decided to 
stop using these chemicals sooner. After the United 
States announced it would stop producing ozone 
destroying chemicals by the end of 1995, several 
European nations announced that they would stop 
producing the chemicals a year earlier. 

- Will these efforts stop ozone breakdown? Scientists 
say it’s a step in the right direction, but ozone- 
destroying chemicals stay in the atmosphere for as 
long as 100 years. Even if all production of ozone- 
destroying chemicals were stopped now, ozone break- 
down is likely to continue well into the next century. 


Changing the Way We Live 

For Americans, this fact could mean a change in life- 
style now and for generations to come. In Australia, 
New Zealand, and Chile, nations that have been expe- 
riencing high levels of UV rays for several years, peo-

TV news programs report smog or pollen alerts. When 
an ozone alert is in effect, people are warned to stay 
indoors during peak sun hours. If people must be out- 
doors, they are warned to wear UV-protective sun- 
glasses and sunscreen. 

¢ At school, kids are urged to wear hats and eat their 
lunches in the shade. 

Danger from UV rays, scientists say, is greatest for 
people with fair skin and for children, whose skin is 
sensitive to the sun. Sunburns and even suntans now 
can mean skin cancer in years to come, warn doctors. 
One kind of skin cancer can be deadly. 

So, doctors warn, if you do plan to have fun in the 
sun this summer, protect yourself. (See tips at right.) 
You may have to change the way you play today to 
ensure your health tomorrow.

UV rays can disrupt the process of 
photosynthesis, which is necessary 
for plant growth. Some scientists say 
this effect could reduce the amount 
of crops farmers can produce. 


Protect Yourself 
From the Sun's UV Rays 


e When outside for long periods, wear a broad- 
brimmed hat. Baseball caps and visors don’t provide 
enough protection because they expose the sensitive 
skin of the ears. | 


e In bright sunlight, wear sunglasses that absorb UV 
rays. Sunglasses that don’t can harm your eyes. The 
dark lenses fool the eyes into thinking it’s dark out- 
side. The pupils dilate, or open wide, allowing harmful 
UV rays to damage the eyes. 


e On hot summer days, wear sunscreen with a Sun- 
_ protection factor (SPF) of at least 15. Or wear protec- 
tive clothing that covers the back, legs, and arms. 


e The best protection is to stay out of the sun between 
the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m.

Wanted: Home for 
Stray Cats 


Recently, an animal shelter 
announced it needed a home for 
three stray cats. 

But these weren’t typical strays. 
Tony weighs 600 pounds. Tigre 
(TEE-gray) and Boom tip the scales 
at 500 pounds each. All three cats 
are Bengal tigers. 

The tigers were found starving 
after their owner, a drug dealer, 
went to prison. For months, the 
Humane Society in Fort Worth, 
Tex., took care of the tigers. 

The Humane Society thought 
about giving the cats to a zoo, but 
most zoos have enough big cats. 
Cats often are donated to zoos by 
owners who can’t cope with them. 

Finally, a home was found for the 
cats. They will live on a preserve 
with a lot of enclosed land, where 
they will have space to roam.

The Hazumu car jumps along on 
legs that are like giant pogo sticks. 
Rubber bands and sunlight power 
the Earth, My Love car. | 

These cars recently were demon- 
strated at the Idea Olympics in 
Japan. Here is how four of the 
vehicles that were shown work. 
¢ The Hazumu has three legs 
instead of four wheels. There is an 
air piston and a big coil spring in 
each leg. The pistons power the 
springs so that the Hazumu can 
jump on its legs. (Hazumu means 
“to bounce’ in Japanese.) The 
Hazumu can bounce to the right or 
left as well as straight ahead. 
¢ The Earth, My Love car uses 
solar energy for power. Solar cells 
cover the back of the car. Energy 


collected by the cells runs an elec- 
tric motor that twists giant rubber 
bands inside the car. The unwind- 


ing rubber bands turn the wheels 


of the car. 

* One car has a name that 
describes what it does. It’s called 
the Traffic Jam Avoidance Car 
(TJAC). This car has four wheels 
and a motor. If a driver gets stuck 
in a traffic jam, the car can be col- 
lapsed into a pedal-driven bike. 


¢ A vehicle called Skyner is part of 


a new transportation plan designed 
to reduce air pollution. The Skyner 
is an electric car that would run on 
highways. But the Skyner also eas- 
ily converts into a monorail car 
that could be attached to monorails 
leading into big cities.
